Warden was removed to the Oeneral 
Hospital. It was found that no limbs 
were fractured but severe Internal in¬ 
juries were suffered. 

"Dave" Warden was well known at 
the University of British Columbia. He 
was an honor student in English and a 
prominent member of the editorial 
staff of the "Ubyasey.” 

In 1036 he won the Arta '18 scholar¬ 
ship. an honor valued at 8180. which 
i« awarded for character as wall as pro¬ 
gress In atudlaa. Ha graduated as a 
Bachelor of Arte with the class of 1837.

* This is aa edifying assurance. But we should 
like to know just why The Coloiist considers it neces¬ 
sary to tell us that a gathering of Conservatives can 
not meet without going on record as in favor of the 
maintenance of the British connection. Is it wonder¬ 
ing what impression Mr. Meighen and other Conser¬ 
vative speakers during the last election campaign made 
upon the people of Canada when they advocated the 
abolition of the British Preference, a course, if fol¬ 
lowed out. obviously would have dealt the Old Coun¬ 
try exporter a serious financial blow) Is it fearful 
lest Mr. Meighen's war-time election policy should 
convey the idea to the Canadian people that the Brit¬ 
ish connection, as far as the Conservative Party is 
concerned, arouses no enthusiasm) For it should be 
remembered that the policy laid down' as a cardinal 
plank in the Conservative platform at Hamilton never 
has been repudiated either by Mr. Guthrie or by any of 
the party leaders. 

On the other hand, of course, the people of 
Canada do. not require to be told where the Liberal 
Party stands on the matter of the British connection. 
It was the Liberal Party which gave the British Pref¬ 
erence to Great Britain in 1897.^ It was the Conser¬ 
vative Party which reduced that' Preference during 
the war. at a time when Britain's overseas trade was 
being shattered by the depredations of German sub¬ 
marines. when the British exporter needed all the 
business he could get. It was the Liberal Party which 
restored the original Preference and increased it after- 
> wards. 

Then we may recall what Mr. Baldwin. Great 
Britain’s Conservative Premier, said at Toronto re¬ 
cently: “I defy any turn statesmen to pull together 
better for the good of the Empire, he declared, 
“than Mr. Mackenzie King and I." He ought to 
know because he has had many dealings with the 
present Government at Ottawa.
